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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives requested an interview because they dp 
not believe the Walker and Microsoft Windows 95 combination teaches all of the elements in the recited claims. In 
particular, Applicant's representatives do not believe the combination teaches "a simulated game presentation, wherein 
the simulated game presentation is for allowing a user to determine the effects of different game feature settings on the 
game presentation prior to initiating wagering game play on the gaming machine where the wager is not required to 
view the simulated game presentation." Applicant's representatives agree Walker discloses a player configuring game 
play preferences prior to game play, however, do not believe Walker discloses or teaches previewing the selected 
player preferences prior to wagering or playing the game. Furthermore, Applicant's representatives do not believe the 
Microsoft Windows 95 reference teaches the recited claim limitation. The examiner explained Walker allows a player 
to select game preferences prior to playing a game as shown in Figure 9 and Column 7, lines 46-73. The examiner 
agrees Walker does not allow a player to preview player selected game preferences prior to wagering or game play. 
However, the examiner believes the Microsoft Windows 95 reference provides the teaching that a player would want to 
preview the player selected game preferences while configuring the gaming device (described in Figure 9 and Column 
7, lines 46-73) as one can preview a pattern or wall paper prior to applying configuration to one's desk top. In 
conclusion, full and fair consideration will be given to Applicant's timely submitted, official written response to the 
Office.
